In this price list many items are marked “price on application” or “available 
later.” This indicates that my stock is too limited, too immature or too ragged for 
general listing, or that I have the tree in my garden and expect to propagate later. 
Advance orders and reservations are accepted for such items. 

There are probably 3,000 different tropical trees that bear beautiful flowers. You 
and I cannot know them all. Yet for a score of years I have been an arm chair traveller 
of the highways of the tropics, looking for the outstanding ornamentals of all countries, 
seeking to understand which can be called the most beautiful, getting seed of hundreds 
and hundreds of them, undertaking to grow them in my backyard so that I may learn 
at first hand what they will do in Florida. If you get trees from me, you are sharing 
in that experiment. There are a large number of tropical trees that rival the Royal 
Poinciana in magnificence, yet I venture to say that most of them you have never heard 
of. Some of them are offered in my catalogs; others are promised for the future. 
They are definite prospects for a more beautiful Florida landscape. 

Earnest seekers for the unusual and the beautiful will find in my 1947 and 1953 
catalogs the keys to escape from the commonplace. These catalogs sell for one 
dollar each. I particularly recommend the 1953 catalog because the prices and page 
references in this 1954 list refer to that booklet. This price list is of only minor 
value without the full descriptions and the excellent photographs that appear in the 
earlier booklets.

NATIONAL TREE OF SALVADOR 
(Tabebuia pentaphylla) 


VENEZUELA TRUMPET (Tabebuia 
sp.). This tree with mauve flowers was 
grown from seed received from Venezu- 
ela. It is probably T. leucoxylon. 


COLOMBIA TRUMPET (T. gaudi- 
chaudia). This tree-like shrub was intro- 
duced 20 years ago from South America. 
It bears large clusters of yellow flowers 
at the branch tips. 


*WHITEWOOD (T. -leucoxylon ). 
Large, fast-growing West Indian tree 
with glossy leaves and tubular 3-inch 
mauve flowers with yellow throat. Free- 
man & Williams call it “very pretty when 
in full bloom.” Thrives in dry, exposed 
situations. 


STEREOSPERMUM (S. chelonoides). 
This large deciduous Indian tree, allied 
to the African tulip, bears in April fra- 
grant %-inch dingy yellow flowers in 
15-inch loose clusters. 


*TECOMELLA (T. undulata). Spec- 
tacular and rare evergreen Indian tree 
with burnt orange 2-inch cup-shaped 
flowers, similar to the flowers of the 
sausage tree (Kigelia sp.) to which it is 
related, but more showy. Blooming per- 
iod is from February through April, but 
the gray-green narrow foliage makes the 
tree attractive all year. 


“KENYA MARKHAMIA (M._ platy- 
calyx). This East African species is simi- 


lar to M. hildebrandti but smaller and 
The 


flowers are yellow streaked with red. 


suited to wetter and warmer areas. 


*DWARF JACARANDA (J. caerulea). 
This beautiful small Trinidad tree bears 
a wealth of flowers, violet buds that open 
bluish-violet, pendent, with white throats, 
in many-flowered clusters. New in Florida 
and should be very fine. 


HELIOCARPUS (H._ trichopodus). 
This evergreen South American small 
shade tree is allied to the linden. It has 


inconspicuous white flowers.

PURPLE MELALEUCA 
(Melaleuca nesophila) 


“NARROW-LEAVED BOTTLE- 
BRUSH (C. linearis). This small tree 5-8 
feet bears shcwy deep red flowers and 
requires warm conditions. 

“SCARLET BOTTLEBRUSH (Callis- 
temon rugulosus. Syn. C. coccineus). 
Shrub to 15 feet resembling C. citrinus 
but with narrow, sharp-pointed leaves 
and somewhat looser spikes of scarlet 
flowers tipped with gold. It likes moist 
sandy soil. 

WEEPING TEA-TREE (M. leucaden- 
dron mimosoides). This 120-foot tree 
bears white flowers in large pendulous 
bunches, fragrant. 

CALLITRIS ROBUSTA. Ornamental, 
upright handsome Australian tree to 60 
feet with silver-green foliage. As this is 
a conifer, the flowers are inconspicuous. 

SANDALWOOD  (Santalum album). 
The true sandalwood of commerce. This 
15-foot tree is difficult to grow because 
it is parasitic on the roots of other plants. 
I grow it in same container with Samanea 
saman. 

“VIRGILIA (V. divaricata). A truly 
delightful, quick-growing, flowering tree. 
It has an upright habit, and bears _ its 
pinkish scented flowers in spring. It will 
flower at two years old, and reach a 
height of 30 feet in less than ten years, 
but does not usually live longer than 
twelve years. 

“AUSTRALIAN CAPER (Capparis 
umbenata). Northern Australian tree to 
15 feet bearing solitary, large and showy 
white flowers in the leaf axils,

BRAZIL NUT (Bertholétfia excelsa). 

Very large South American evergreen tree 

that bears the Brazil nuts of commerce. 


STAHLIA (S. monosperma). A rare 
evergreen Puerto Rican tree to 60 feet 
without thorns, allied to Caesalpinia, 
bearing “rather large, perfect, yellow 
flowers” in terminal and axillary clusters. 

*BREWSTER’S SHOWER (Cassia 
brewsteri). This Australian newcomer 
bears brownish-yellow (sometimes almost 
reddish yellow) flowers in profusion, very 
handsome as shown in kodachrome pic- 
tures from down under. 


*NICARAGUA SHOWER (C._ nica- 
raguensis). I offer two different trees 
under this name until their correct identi- 
fication is possible. No. 1 has small ever- 
green leaves and bears copious yellow 
flowers from November to March, one 
of the few true winter-bloomers. No 2 has 
large leaves like C. reticulata, is half- 
deciduous and has not yet bloomed for 
me.

*SIBIPIRUNA (Caesalpinia peltophor- 
cides). This slender Brazilian tree allied 
to our dwarf poinciana, is illustrated in

Its clustered inflorescences . of 
golden yellow completely cover the 


crown. It is greatly valued for decorative 
purposes. Grows from sea level to 3500 
feet. Well suited to planting along ave- 
nues.

MILLETTIA (M. caffra). This small 
south African tree bears quantities of 
pretty, bright-purple, small pea flowers. 
It seems to be evergreen in Florida. I 
can offer also small plants of M. reticulata 
but I have found no description of it. 

POLYALTHIA (P. suberosa). This 
small evergreen Indian tree of the Annona 
family, has inconspicuous greenish-white 
flowers.

BRACHYCHITON RAMIFLORA. This 
small evergreen Australian bears sparse 
red flowers in the axils near branch ends. 
The leaves are almost round. 

STINKER (Sterculia foetida). This 
tall and handsome Indian tree with beau- 
tiful foliage is famous for the evil smell 
of its reddish flowers. Don’t plant it 
near your house. 

PANAMA TREE (Sterculia apetala). 
Beautiful tree with 24-inch leaves, des- 


cribed in my 1947 catalog. 


ABYSSINIAN WATTLE (Acacia abys- 
sinica). Splendid small tree for dry area 
with copious yellow flowers. It is culti- 
vated as an ornamental in Arizona. 


PIPTADENIA. This genus of trees 
with small yellow pea flowers and thorny 
branches is almost unknown in Florida. 

MORETON BAY FIG (Ficus macro- 
phylla). This Australian shade tree at- 
tains great size. 


FLORIDA CALABASH  (Enallagma 
latifolia). This dense evergreen Florida 
native tree is rare in cultivation. The 
flowers are inconspicuous. 

PARADISE TREE (Simaruba glauca). 
This Florida native evergreen tree has 
pretty foliage and inconspicuous flowers. 


*BARRINGTONIA. There are four 
species of these evergreen South Sea trees 
in my garden, but they are generally con- 
sidered too tender for Florida. 

BOMBAX SP. (Evans & Reeves). Seed 
collected in Mexico. These small plants 
are very different from the Bembax we 
know in Florida, with simple, poplar-like 
leaves. Flowers not seen. 

KAPOK (Ceiba pentandra). This is 
the true Kapok tree of commerce. It 
makes a gigantic tree with enormous 
buttresses. Its small, dirty-white flowers 
are not pretty. 


BAUHINIA SP. No. 2026. Grown 
from seed collected in Venezuela, this is a 
new white-flowered, slightly thorny small 
tree with yellow-green foliage. 


BAUHINIA CARRONI. This 30-foot 
tree of northern Australia bears clustered 
pink flowers along the branches. 


TRINIDAD BAUHINIA (B. megalan- 
dra). This is a thrifty, white-flowered 25 
foot orchid tree from the Lesser Antilles. 


*ENTELEA (E. arborescens). Rare, 
beautiful, acid-loving, hard-to-grow small 
tree from New Zealand, bearing pretty 
white flowers. 


*HUME’S CORAL ,Erythrina hume- 
ana). This is far and away the hand- 
somest Erythrina I have ever seen in 
bloom. Developed in California by 
Evans & Reeves. 


MEXICAN ACACIA (A. berlandieri). 
This small feathery-leaved, thornless Aca- 
cia bears lots of pretty, white ball flow- 
ers in early spring. 


"QUEENSLAND SILVER WATTLE 
(A. podalyriaefolia). This small shrubby 
tree is striking because of its blue or sil- 
very leaves. In earliest Spring it is COv- 
ered with clouds of tiny yellow ball flow- 
ers, attractive to bees. It begins bloom- 
ing when 2 years old and the flowering 
period often runs 10-12 weeks. 


WHITE ACACIA (A. sutherlandi). 
Native of Northern Australia, this 30-foot 
tree bears clusters of white flower spikes. 


SATIN LEAF (Chrysophyllum olivae- 
forme). This Florida native evergreen 
tree has inconspicuous flowers but is 
prized for the foliage which is dark green 
on top and a rich satiny brown on the 


back. 


ASTRONIUM (A. balansae). This 
Argentine tree of the mango family bears 
dense clusters of small white flowers at 
the ends of the branches. 


SILVER TREE (Leucadendron ar- 
genteum). This is the famous South Af- 
rican tree that gets its name from the 
silvery foliage. 


*MONKEY FLOWER (Phyllocarpus 
septentrionalis). Guatemala’s spectacular 
red-flowered evergreen tree shows a re- 
luctance to bloom in Florida. It is fully 
as showy in flower as the Royal Poin- 
ciana. 


*FAIRCHILD’S CLERODENDRUM 
(C. minahassae). This is a small tree 
brought from the South Seas by Dr. 
David Fairchild and described in his 
book “Garden Islands of the Great East.” 
It bears “beautiful white flowers 4 inches 
long.” 


GLOSSY CORDIA (C. nitida). The 
shining evergreen foliage keeps this tree 
from resembling its relatives. The incon- 
spicuous yellow flowers are followed by 
red cherry-like fruits that are quite at- 
tractive to birds. 


INDIAN DILLENIA 
White magnolia-like flowers 


*PHILIPPINE DILLENIA (D. philip- 
pensis). This rare relative of the Indian 
tree has even handsomer reddish foliage 
and pretty, big white flowers. 

*“CHILIAN FIRE TREE (Embothri- 
um lanceolatum). This is the only spe- 
cies of these spectacular red-flowered 
trees I can offer this year. It is probably 
easier to grow than others previously 
described but has not yet been tried out 
in Florida gardens. 


DIPHYSA SP. This evergreen small 
tree from Mexico bearing yellow pea 
flowers is a fast-growing ornamental shade 
tree. 


YELLOW IXORA (I. lutea). Like the 
common red ixora, but with bright yellow 
flowers, this straggling shrub blooms all 
year. I can also furnish I. coccinea. 


WHITE IXORA (I. acuminata). This 
species is tree-like and bears copious 
clusters of white flowers once -a year, 
much the best white I have seen. Also 
available is the commoner white species 
Ixora parviflora which has gorgeous foli- 
age and flower buds but the bloom is 
of no consequence. 


SHRUBS 


LADY OF THE NIGHT 


(Brunfelsia americana) 


BIRD-OF-PARADISE BUSH _  (Poinci- 
ana gilliesi). Deciduous and not so hand- 
some relative of our dwarf Poinciana, 
this shrub is hardy as far north as Vir- 
ginia, its red-and-yellow flowers appear- 
ing all summer. 

LEUCAENA (L. trichodes). This 
evergreen shrub promises to be a better 
citizen than its weedy common relative. 
It is fast growing and should make quick 
shade. The white ball flowers are in 
clusters, 

MACARANGA (M. grandifolia). This 
Hawaiian 8-foot shrub of the Poinsettia 
family has the grandest big  “tropical- 
looking” leaves I know of — up to 2 feet 
across, very striking. The flowers are in- 
conspicuous. 

TEXAS HONEYSUCKLE (Anisacan- 
thus wrighti). This 4-foot evergreen shrub 
is cultivated for the quantities of pur- 
plish-red, tubular, 2-lipped flowers 1” 
inches long in one-sided clusters. 

*SYDNEY CHRISTMAS BUSH (Cer- 
atopetalum gummiferum). This spectacu- 
lar plant is so hard to propagate that I

believe this to be the first successful in- 
troduction into the U. S. Usually about 
15-20 feet high, it breaks into sprays of 
creamy blossoms in October. The weeks 
pass . . . but instead of falling the petals 
increase in size to about five times that 
of the small original flowers. As the petals 
lengthen, a gentle pink settles down, 
tinging all the blossom, slowly deepening 
to a delicate cherry-red. In reality those 
exquisite cherry-red “flowers” are the 
seed or fruit. This plant is used for 
Christmas decorations in Australia just as 
we use holly. 


GROUNDSEL BUSH (Baccharis hali- 
mifolia). Florida native evergreen shrub 
to 12 feet bearing quantities of small 
white daisy-like flowers. Valuable for 
seashore planting. 


TEPHROSIA (T. candida). Small In- 
dian shrub with reddish or white flowers 
l-inch across in 8-inch clusters. 


JACQUINIA (J. pungens). All the 
Jacquinia are stiff, white-flowered, salt- 
resistant plants. This is an ornamental 
Mexican tree to 10 feet with sharp, glos- 
sy leaves. The fragrant orange fruits are 
1 inch diameter. Resists cold. 


BIG PETREA (P. kohautiana). Rated 
by Chittenden as far superior to the com- 
moner P. volubilis, this South American 
vine has 12-inch clusters of blue flowers. 


GARDENIA CORNUTA. I have no 


description of this. From South Africa.

SHADE TREES 


BEAUTIFUL HARPULLIA 
(Harpullia arborea) 
TULIPWOOD  (Harpullia pendula). 
This fine weeping, ornamental 40 foot 
Australian shade tree has inconspicuous 
flowers followed by showy red or yellow 
seed-pods. 


EVERGREEN CHINABERRY (Melia 
sempervirens). This tall shade tree rela- 
tive of the common Chinaberry, keeps its 
foliage pretty well all winter in Florida. 
It has the same small purple flowers. 

GLEDITSIA (G. amorphoides). This 
thorny Argentine forest tree allied to 
Caesalpinia, bears fruits rich in saponin. 

MU OIL (Aleurites montana). This 
30-foot semi-evergreen Chinese shade 
tree bears copious clusters of small white 
flowers in March, and is almost as showy 
in bloom as its rich relative, the tung-oil. 


*PANAMA CORAL (Erythrina glau- 
ca). This orange-flowered shade tree is 
a conspicuous feature of the spring land- 
scape in the Canal Zone. It is illustrated 
in color in Pertchik “Flowering Trees of 
the Caribbean”. 

PHILIPPINE ALBIZZIA (A. procera). 
A tall handsome tropical tree often 60 to 


80 feet high, with yellowish or greenish 
white bark, large compound lentes and 
terminal panicles of yellowish white flow- 
ers. 

CALCUTTA ALBIZZIA (A. richardi- 
ana). Benthall says: “One of the most 
eautiful trees to be found in Calcutta”, 
because of its graceful manner of growth 
and feathery light shade. Flowers insig- 
nificant. This very large tree is fast grow- 
ing. 

a USTRALIAN ALBIZZIA (A. lophan- 
tha). This is a small, spreading, ferny- 
leaved tree with an abundance of 2-inch 
yellow brush flowers, not showy. Murphy 
says: “Worthy of pulture: 

BANGALORE ALBIZZIA (A. odora- 
tissima). This low spreading Indian shade 
tree bears small, greenish-white fragrant 
powder-puff flowers, not showy. 


MORETON BAY CHESTNUT

*APPLE GUM (Eucalyptus clavigera). 
This Northern Australian 80-foot tree 


bears terminal bunches of showy, fragrant 
white flowers. 


BLOODWOOD = (Eucalyptus —termi- 
nalis). Medium-sized Australian tree with 
smooth gray bark and inconspicuous flow- 
ers. The timber is bright red. 


PADAUK (Pterocarpus indicus). One 
cf the world’s finest evergreen shade trees, 
this giant has great long branches that 
sweep the ground. Its many small yellow 
flowers are of fleeting beauty. 

“PERU EUGENIA (E. dombeyana). 
Med, um sized evergreen tree with small 
cherrv-like fruits very tasty when ripe.

HOOP PINE (Araucaria cunning- 
hami). This Australian ornamental con- 
ifer reaches 150 feet in its native land. It 
is a splendid tree very similar to the re- 
lated Norfolk Island Pine (A. excelsa). 

TERMINALIA (T. arjuna). This 
large Indian evergreen tree is better for 
shade than its relative, the “tropical al- 
mond” (T. catappa) which I can also 
supply. 

HONGKONG CRAPEMYRTLE (Lag- 
erstroemia subcostata). Aside from the 
fact that this bushy small tree is native 
of Hongkong I have no description. 

JAVA CRAPEMYRTLE  (Lagerstroe- 
mia elegans). Here is another relative of 
this family for which I have no descrip- 
tion. It has not yet flowered in Florida. 

LAFOENSIA (L. punicaefolia). This 
Peruvian evergreen slender tree to 50 
feet, allied to the tree crapemyrtles, bears 
large flowers in clusters with long yellow 
petals and red stamens. New in this 
country. 

GROUND COVER (Wedelia _ trilo- 
bata). Best evergreen ground cover I 
know, this creeping herb bears yellow 
daisy flowers much of the year. 

BONTIA (B. daphnoides). West-Indi- 
an tree to 30 feet, allied to Myoporum, 
bearing small, purple-blotched — yellow 
flowers, solitary or clustered in the axils. 


PINCUSHION TREE (Nauclea escu- 
lenta). This drooping evergreen African 
to 25 feet bears white flowers in dense 
heads the size of a tennis ball and look- 
ing for all the world like a pincushion full 
of white pins. The “pins” drop off soon, 
leaving the red fruit. I am told these are 
edible but I wouldn’t know. 

PARKIA (P. speciosa). This big Phil- 
ippine tree has perfectly beautiful foli- 
age most of the year but is bare briefly 
in winter. The tiny white flowers are in 
tennis-ball-like heads. 

\ LITCHI (L. chinensis). I can offer 
small seedlings of this Chinese evergreen 
fruit tree. 

PORTLANDIA (P. grandiflora). This 
ise magnificent West Indian evergreen 
shrub or small tree that is rare because 
exceedingly difficult to grow. It gets cov- 


ered in mid-winter with Easter-lily-like 
white flowers that are lovely. 

*MADRE d’CACAO (Gliricidia sepi- 
um). A small, quick-growing tree to 30 
feet, bearing long, arching branches, 
which in dry weather drop nearly all 
their leaves and produce along the great- 
er part of their length masses of purplish 
pink flowers, making the tree a striking 
object for a few weeks.

CANTHIUM (C. glabriflorum). Med- 
ium-sized West African tree of the coffee 
family, bearing sickly-scented small white 
flowers in dense clusters on the upper 
side of the branches. 


CASSIA (C.. sieberiana). Handsome 
tree of Northern Africa, closely allied to 
C. fistula with long clusters of large yvel- 
low flowers. 

CORAL.) TREES. (Erythring ssp.) 
poeppigiana, Peruvian. Brilliant scarlet. 
E. reticulata. Brazilian. Red flowers.  E. 
constantiana. South African. Widely 
planted in California. E. velutina. Jam- 
aican. Chestnut red with purple red edge. 

FREMONTIA (F. califernica). Beau- 
tiful  white-flowered small tree of the 
Bombax family, that grows wild in dry 
parts of California but seems difficult to 
bring into cultivation. It is worth trying. 

SAUSAGE TREE (Kigelia pinnata). 
Evergreen African tree occasionally seen 
in Florida, distinguished chiefly by the 
huge sausage-like fruits that hang from 
its branches on long strings.
